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Waste Report Is Spiked 


The employe magazine of one of the 
nation's railroads has appealed to the 
company loyalty of workers to help solve 
the 
problem 
of 
abandoned 
or 
lost 
materials. 
*‘In the course of a normal working 
day,” asks the Rock Island ‘•Rocket,” 
” ... how many times has one noticed a 
pile of spikes, some rail anchors or the 
plates rusting away in the weeds? Or 
empty 55-gallon drums collecting water 
and debris? Or oxygen or acetylene 
tanks that haven’t been moved in years? 
Or an air hose thathas been dropped and 
forgotten?” 
To make employes more cost con­ 
scious, the purchasing department has 
distributed cards listing some common 
items and their prices. 
A single track spike, for instance; 
costs only 11 cents. “ But if you multiply 
that 11 cents by several hundred spikes 
thrown away, lost or just left behind at a 


job 
scene, 
the 
figure 
starts 
to 
mushroom.” 
Indubitably. And if this company is 
typical of others in its business, it's no 
wonder the nation’s rail system is in 
such straits as it is today. 


There is such a thing as inventory 
control, whereby you keep an account of 
every item purchased and checked out to 
employes. Rather than relying on their 
good 
nature 
to round 
up 
discarded 
materials, you simply do not permit 
them to lose or throw away the materials 
in the first place. 


The military services, perhaps, can 
get away with the careless waste of 
equipment. They are spared the burden 
of prudent management because they 
can dip freely into the bottomless pocket 
of the taxpayer. 
Not so the railroads. Not yet, anyway.

“ The publication of this section is one 
more indication of the U .S.S.R.’s in­ 
creasing interest in more trade with the 
West,” says Industrial World editor and 
publisher Stephen W. Kann. “ The Soviet 
Union would like more hard currency 
and is willing to share technology at 
appropriate terms. This is one of the 
subjects 
to 
be 
discussed 
during 
President Nixons visit.” 
As Winston Churchill said, jaw-jaw is 
better than war-war. And if the jaw-jaw 
results in trade-trade, that's better yet. 


prehensive and critical look at the island

This is unfortunate, and perhaps even 
a tragedy for the Polynesians, whose 
disease - and alcohol - devastated history- 
after contact with the white man is sadly 
comparable to that of the American 
Indian. But what to do about it? 
Since all missionary efforts to in­ 
culcate the easy - going Polynesians with 
the Protestant

ethic 
failed, 
perhaps some tranquil havens on the 
unspoiled islands can be spared from 
energetic 
Anglo 
- 
Saxons, 
Chinese, 
Japanese, Koreans, Filipinos, P o r­ 
tuguese and others. 
In any case, there is one ray of hope 
for Hawaii. If Hawaiians practice racial 
equality long enough, no matter how 
superficial, 
it could eventually seep 
down 
into their subconscious and 
become second nature. 
A lot of Americans on the mainland 
would settle for some of that “ superficial 
equality” and some of that “ relative 
power.”

Farmers Offered 
Control Program 
For Blackbirds 


A program to reduce Red - 
Winged Blackbird damage, sim­ 
ilar to the one used last year, 
is being offered the farmers in 
the Columbiana-Mahoning Area 
where damage occurs. 
The project is being conduct­ 
ed by the Division of Wildlife 
Services. Bureau of Sport Fish­ 
eries and Wildlife, of the United 
State Department of the Inte­ 
rior. 
Avitrol 200 treated cracked 
corn will be applied to standing 
field corn. The material will be 
applied by aircraft at a rate of 
one pound per acre. Most fields 
require three applications while 
the corn is in the milk stage, the 
most susceptible stage to bird 
damage. Upon eating a treated 
kernel of the bait, that black­ 
bird is affected in such a way 
as to cause it to react irration­ 
ally and send out distress calls. 
These calls scare 
t h e other 
birds from the field. After a 
flock of birds is scared from a 
particular field several times, 
they tend to avoid the field. Re­ 
search has shown that there is 
very little danger to other birds 
and animals. 
Similar test programs con­ 
ducted in Ohio during 1968 to 
1971 reduced the field corn dam­ 
age by 50 to 75 per cent. 
Application forms are avail­ 
able from the Columbiana Coun­ 
ty or the Mahoning County Co­ 
operative Extension Service Of­ 
fices.
